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PRIESTS OF SOUTHRASTERN OHIO 
IN THE 19TH CENTURY 


The annual issue of the Catholic Directory /Almanac provide the names of 
the priests who served the missions and parishes of southeastern Ohio during 
the 19th century. These priests merited the appelation "missionary". Some of 
them in signing entries in registers of baptisms added the word "missionary" 
after their name. 


The method of travel for the missionary priest in southeastern Ohio in 
the early years of the 19th century was by horseback and, along the Ohio 
River, by raft or canoe. Later, of course, there were boats. Then came the 
Ohio canal system, which in turn was replaced by the railroads. Meanwhile 
the trails became highways. Of great importance was the building of the Zane 
Trace turnpike which extended from Wheeling through Zanesville, Lancaster 
and Chill‘ccthe, Ohio, to Maysville, Kentucky. 


Whenever missionaries learned of Catholic pioneers clearing the wilderness 
for homesteads, they would go in search of them. This often entailed many miles 
on horseback, following trails through dense forests and over many hills. If 
there vas a sufficient number of Catholics in the area Mass was arranged for 
on a somewhat regular basis. As the number increased a small log church 
was built. This was the beginning of what later became thriving parishes. 


That the early pioneer Catholics deserve great credit for the sacrifices 
they made to build their first churches cannot be denied. But the sacrifices 
of the missionaries in nourishing the Faith of the early settlers is a truly 
heroic one. A journey through southeastern Ohio to visit the spots where once 
stood the log churches of the early pioneers, makes one wonder how the 
missionaries were able to find the homes of these hardy people. 


In the latter half of the 19th century there were many established 
parishes, almost all of which had the care of missions and stations. The 
pastors of established parishes seemed to welcome missions. They did not 
hesitate to arrange for Mass in small communities of their area. This led to 
the establishment of a "Station" which often later became a mission church, 
and still later, perhaps, another parish. 


The zeal of thes priests is reflected in a report made in 187) by 
Father Jonn B. Gamber, pastor at Marges in Carroll County. He wrote: "I would 
like to have half a dozen missions; but so I have none." fPather Francis 
Campbell made an amazing report of his missions in January 1875: "Athens, twice 
a rornth; Gallipolis, St. John's, Hockingport, Long—Bottom, Little Hocking, 
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Cooleyville, Canaansville, Chauncey, Pilcher's, New England, Bear—Run, 

etc., etc. Once a month." He then commented: "It is almost impossible for 
me either to enumerate the number of souls or the missions, as the great 
number are a floating population moving from one place to another. By the 
Ist of April I will have perhaps seven or eight other missions which are not 
enumerated above," 


The list of priests which follows is, therefore compiled from the annua” 
issues of the Catholic Directory /Almanac, beginning in 1833. The dates are 
inclusive.
